lf our school system has been contam inated by salesmen 
of insidious and destructive doctrines, it is no m ore than we 
know happened in G erm any under Hitler, in Italy under Mus­ 
solini. in Japan under llirohito, and in Russia under the C om ­ 
munists. 
Everyone IS aware that in those countries the rulers saw 
to it that all growing, impressionable children were indoctrinated 
and conditioned to believe that 
dictatorship and collective 
slavery was the very best thing in the world for them. 
The lessons stuck. O ne of the greatest of the Allied p ro b ­ 
lems in G erm any is trying to undo the work of the Nazi school 
teachers. 
There is no limit to the extent to which it is possible 
to teach faith in the impossible and absurd. A psychologist, for 
example, can so ' condition'' a dog that it will howl with fear 
at sight of a beefsteak.
